Documents 1 and 2 set 
forth a fuel cell provided with a fuel cell cell 
containing one or more types of fine metal powder 
catalysts selected from Rh, Ir, Pt and Ru, and having a 
proton movement medium interposed between a fuel side 
electrode and an oxygen side electrode, and constituted in 
such a manner that the fuel side electrode is directly 
supplied with fuel containing water and compounds 
containing hydrogen and nitrogen but not carbon. 

The inventions set forth in claims 8 to 10 and 12 to 
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15 do not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 1 or document 2 and documents 3 to 4 cited in the 
international search report. It would be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to apply the known technical feature 
set forth in documents 3 to 4, wherein Pt black, Pd black, 
Rh black, Ir black or Pt-Ru black is used as the catalyst 
at the fuel side electrode of a fuel cell, to the fuel 
cell described in document 1 or document 2 . 
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
